Preserving Fence 
Posts 


Wood-rot, in alltts forms, is due to 
to the action cf fungi working under 
suitable air and moisture conditions, 
In tence posts these conditions are 
most favorable at or near the surface 
of the ground and hence it is there 
that decay first starts. Some woods, 
like the cedar and tamarack, are more 
resistant to fungusattack and may last, 
as fence posts, from eight to ten years. 
Unfortunately however, the supply of 
these woods has grown very scarce 
and the farmer is faced with the alter 
native of importing durable material 
at a high price or of applying preser 
vatives to the common non-durable 
woods which grow in his own wood 
lot, As the latter alternative is not 
only cheaper, but also much more 
effective, it is of considerable econo. 
mic interest to the farmer to know 
how these wood-preservatives are ap 
plied. 

Cresote, a “dead” oil of coal tar, is 
perhaps the best preservative for this 
purpose, as it does not dissolve out of 
the treated wood, when in contact 
with moist earth. It costs from eight 
to fifteen cents per gallon, 

There are twu methods of applying 
the cresote but before either method 
can be applied ic is necessary to have 
the posts well seasoned if the best re- 
sults are desired. This seasoning is 


best accomplished by peeling the bark |. 


from the posts and then stacking them 
in loose piles'in the open air for seve- 
ral months, so the amount of water 
in the wood may be reduced to the 
smallest percent possible. 

The Brush Method consists in ap 
plying the cresote like a coat of paint 
to the lower portion of the post, up to 
a point six inches above the ground 
line, the cresote being first heated to 
one hundred and eighty degrees Fah. 
renheit. Two or more coats may be 
applied time being allowed between 
each application for the cresote to 
soak into the wood, 

What is known as the Open Tank 
Method, while more expensive, se- 
cures deeper penetration and gives 
better results especially when t.1¢ posts 
are split or checked. The cresote is 
heated to boiling point ina metal tank 
and if such is not available, a simple 
and eftective apparatus can be made 
by bering two holes, about two feet 
apart, in the lower half of one of the 
staves of a watertight barrel and screw- 
ing into these holes two pieces of iron 
piping three to four feet long which 


are connected by a shorter vertical 
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pipe with two elbow-joints, thus form- 
ing acomplete circuit somewhat re- 
sembling the handle of a mug. 

The barrel is then filled with enough 
cresote to cover both upper and lower 
pipe holes and a fire is kindled under 
the lower horizontal pipe which heats 
the cresote in the pipes and creates a 
circulation which continues until all 
the cresote within the barrel is at boil- 
ing-point. The posts are then placed 
in this bviling liquid for about five 
hours after which .heyare immediately 
transferred to another barrel of cree- 
sote, or else the fire is put out and 
they are allowed to remain in the tank 
until the creosote becomes thoroughly 
cooled. : ; 

In this process the preliminary heat: 
ing drives some of the contained ir 
out of each wood-pore, and when the 
posts are allowed to cool in the creo 
sote, a partial vacuum is then created 
in each pore which draws the creosote 
into every fibre. Poplar posts, which 


ordinarily last but three te four years, 


after the above treatment will last 
twenty years and the same applies to 
all other tree species in Canada. All 
that is essential is thorough seasoning 
before treatment. Further infortna- 
tion can be obtained on application to 
the Forestry Branch, Ottawa.

They can carry six tons of explosives, 
and at the present time are practising 
with apparatus which can direct 
bombs of dynamite weighing half a 
ton aplece. Which meuns to say that 
a couple of these air Dreadnoughts 
cod utterly destroy a town or army, 
unless they were first destroyed. In 
addition to explosives, however, each 
dirigible c.rrles heavy quick firing 
guns. 

Hangars capable of holding the 
largest air vessels are being construct- 
ed. The late types of hangars are 
built on turn-tables, so that there is 
no difficulty In docking, or taking the 
airship out on a strong wind. The 
latest type at present being construct- 
ed in Heligoland ia such a turn-table 
hangar which sinks into a pit, so that 
its leavily-armored roof is flush with 

he ground,” In addition all over 

Germany there are erected fron towers 
as anchorares. 
These towers are built with revolv- 
tng tons, so that the airships can ride 
tn ‘softly, no matter how the wind 
changes. The towers are built close 
to hydrogen stations. 

It {is interesting to note that one 
auch tower {s built on the Austrian 
frontier, two on the Russtan. three on 
the French and elght on the North Sea 
coast—which fs the Tritish frontier, 4

Birch and Beech for Flooring 

Birch and beech, on account of 
their cheapness, ‘are becoming more 
and more popular as the supply of 
oak and maple cdocreases, This 
statement, taken from a bulletin soon 
t. bo issucd by the Forestry Braach, 
Departinent cf the Interior, Ottawa, 
on the Wood-Using Industrics of On- 
tarfo, is based on reports received 
from over twelve hundred firms, and 
ts therefore worthy of consideration. 
The average wholesale price por 
thousand feet, board measure, given 
In the ‘above bulletin for maple and 
oak flooring is twenty two dollars and 
eighty two cents and fifty five dollars 
and sevenly eight cents respective- 
ly. The overage price for bireh and 
beech flooring, on the othe’ band, is 
nineteen dollars) and seventy one 
ciits and twenty ove collars and sev- 
enty four cents respectively, which re- 
presents quite a savings, especially 
when compared with oat. 

But these woods have other quall- 
ties to recommind them besides 
cheapness. Twenly two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured in Ontario 
is made fram the wood of the black 
aid the yellow birch, the more com- 
mon white or paper birch not usually 
growing to a sufficlini size for this 
purpose. Birch is a hard, strong, 
fine-grained, reddisl-browa wood, 
which take; a high polish and, there- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. It 
can be stained to imitate more expen- 
sive woods, such as mahogany, cher- 
ty or walnut, and, being easily work- 
ed, it is also extensively used for fur- 
niture and Iinterfor decoration. 

Becch is une of Ontarfo’s cheapest 
diardwoods, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing -only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe. thousand feet, 
board measure. It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to dhe third of the 
cheaper grades of bircls flooring, but 
its qualites justify Els separeic use, 
for it is strong, fine-grained and so 
hard that it become: quite slippery in 
ume. It is also used for furniture 
to some extent. 

Of the birch and beech used in On- 
tarlo, flinety per cent of the former 
and ninety eight per cent of the: lat- 
ter are home grown, The existing 
supplies of these woods 1: Ontario 
are sufficient to meet a mnuch greater 
demand, and as oxk and maple are 
growing increasingly dear, It is cer. 
tain that the use of birch and beech 
especiaiy for flooring will scon be 
come much more widespread.
